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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In reply to Applicant's arguments: Applicant argues that the non-entered amendment reciting auxiliary 
equipment being located on a front side (in a longitudinal direction) of an engine would be patentably distinct from the prior art of record. 
Harasaki discloses auxiliary equipment located on a rear side of an engine and it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention 
involves only routine skill in the art, therefore the proposed amendment would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
